Meerschaum pipes are the most 
beautiful of all pipeB If properly col- 
ored, but few people know how to 
color them. The average, smoker 
who cares for the smoke and not 
the beauty of the pipe, will cram the 
bowl full of tobacco ar.d smoke away. 
Generally the bowl gets too hot and 
the pipe is "burned" and will not 
color except around the bottom of 
the bowl and along the stein for an 
inch or two. 

A young man who was given a 
handsome meerschaum pipe for a 
Christmas present was afraid he 
would not be able to color It, and 
asked every one's advice about the 
best methods. Some said smoke It, 
"any old way" and If It colors all 
right, well and good, and if It don't 
why just don't bother "because some 
color and others do not." A few 
such answers convinced the young 
man that ho must depend on his 
own Ingenuity and he started out to 
color his pipe. 

He secured a large false bowl, one 
over throe sizes larger than the 
average bowl used In coloring such 
pipes. It is understood that the pipe 
colors from the nicotine soaking Into 
the composition, and the false bowl 
which sets on top of the real bowl 
holds the tobacco and lets the smoke 
go through the bowl of the pipe, 
thus keeping it slightly warm and 
only the nicotine from the smoke 
penetrating the composition.

OUR ASSESSMENTS. 
• i-ounly, will have to pay near- 
f.dfffl I>t supervising un assess- 
ment that even some of the super- 
visors admit Is not a good assess- 
ment. There Is no telling how much 
the city will nave to pay, as the 
supervisors are still pegging away, 
although in many cities, if not most 
of them in Kentucky, the tax rate 
has been fixed. In many counties 
having a bigger valuation and as- 
sessment then McCracken, the as- 
sessment has been made, the super- 
visors have finished long ago, and 
the recapitulation has been complet- 
ed and the result announced. But 
In McCracken county the recapitula- 
tion has not begun and usually after 
It Is started requires several weeks. 
Why this is no one seems able to ex- 
plain, but It is too bad that so much 
time and money should be required 
to do a thing that has already been 
done in several counties larger than 
McCracken. 

Another thing about it is thai al- 
though some people have given in 
their assessments at less than fifly 
per cent, of their true value, those 
supervisors who are annually ap- 
pointed to equalize assessments and 
are paid for their work, do not seem 
able to find It out. They don't have 
to take a man's word as to the value 
of his taxable property, and do not 
have to take the assessor's figures. 
They are paid to see that every man 
Is assessed fairly If the assessor has 
uot assessed it correctly, and the peo- 
ple, especially the taxpayers, should 
demand that It be done. The day is 
bound to come when the voters will 
regard the office of assessor as the 
most important In city and county, 
and will also InHlst on men being 
named as supervisors who will see 
that every person is properly as- 
sessed and made to pay his or her 
share of the taxes. The supervisors 
are virtually the in»u who fix the 
amount of taxes that ten or fifteen 
thousand men and women in the 
county have to pay every year, and 
they should see that every man gets 
"a square deal, no more and no 
less."

There wll! likely be "something 
doing" in school circles this year. 
The state administration is on its 
'■ar, to use a little slang, over the al- 
leged useless and fraudulent drain 
t <>n the school fund, which yearly 
makes it more and more inadequate. 

The city schools of Paducah will 
begin their census April 1. The 
"numerators, usually from three to 
six in number, are to be elected by 
i he board at Its uext regular meet- 
ing, two weeks from tomorrow, and 
there are a number of applicants al- 
ready on deck for the places. 

As to the school census, however, 
i Frankfort dispatch gives informa- 
tion: 

"Inaccuracy in the reports of the 
common school census tor the past 
year or two has determined Gov. 
Beckham to take some step to pro- 
tect the treasury and the common 
school fund from drains upon it 
from this source, which either from 
■ arel&ssness or design, have grown 
in enormous proportions from year 
to year, and are causing the school 
fund lo lap over into other funds of 
the state annually- to keep ud the 
system of schools. Within the last 
day or two he has been in confer- 
ence with State Superintendent 
Fuqua regarding this matter, the 
time for the taking of the new cen- 
sus being near, and he has about 
concluded that (he only way to pre- 
vent such inaccuracies Is to go, In 
vigorous fashion, after any who are 
found guilty of "padding" returns. 
To this end the state inspector and 
examiner will be sent into counties 
where this is suspected, or where 
there may be cause to suspect it 
after the taking of the next census, 
and upon his report prosecutions 
will be based. Al-eady, recently, one 
county superintendent has been 
slated for removal from office for 
such woik, and another will very 
shortly be proceeded against. The 
vate superintendent has prepared a 
letter to county superintendents and 
Trustees, a copy of which will be sent 
ro each superintendent and trustee 
in the state, eal'ing their attention 
to these inaccuracies of the past, 
and also urging upon them the 
necessity for abolishing the smaller 
school districts and addiug the pu- 
pils thereof to the contiguous dis- 
trict. He announces that hereafter 
he does not intend to recognize a dis- 
trict containing less than twenty-five 
pupils." 

McCracken county la credited by 
the state with 28,733 population, 
7.072 white and 2,307 colored 
school children, a total of 10,039.

WITH BIBLICAL DEAD. 



Ail Agril Photographer Says M«-x*ug»* 
Appear on Sennit tve Piute. 



New York, Feb. 17.- Alfred A. 
Hart, 70 years old, and for thirty 
years the official photographer of Co- 
lumbia college, asserts that he has 
discovered the secret of the divine 
transmission to earth of the ten com- 
mandments, and, that he has been 
able to communicate with the dead. 
He made remarkable statements 
about his experiments and discov- 
eries. 

Although students of psychic re- 
search discredit the claims of Mr. 
Hart, he is persistent In his assertion 
that he has discovered the means of 
universal communication, and says 
that ultimately the world will know 
what becomes of the soul. He de- 
clares he has had communication 
with the distinguished Biblical dead. 
Including Moses. Soloman, the proph- 
ets and the disciples, and has written 
down their messages which he says 
were transmitted to him. 

Mr. Hart says his Is not an Inven- 
tion, but adlscovery of the mechan- 
ism of the rock upon which the ten 
commandments appeared to Moses, 
and the old Egyptian magic mirror, 
known as the urinr and thummim 
used by the priests in the temples of 
India. Egypt and the Holy Land. 
The messages from the unknown 
were transmtted to him. he says, In 
letters of fire written- upon the magic 
mirror, and that thev have been In- 
telligible, not only to h»m, but to his 
wife and daughter. Mr. Hart said 
In his Interview: 

"For twenty-five years I prayed tr- 
comprehend the life of j-.un. Then 
of a sudden — It was In 1879 — 1 was 
awakened by three distinct raps. 
There was a bright light In the room. 
I read In letters of fire on the wall. 
•Seek and ye. shall find; knock and 
the door shal^ be opened." 

"The light disappeared nnd there 
came another above, which was writ- 
ten 'the law or heaven," and under It 
'the law of earth." Again there was 
a change, and I read, 'If you choose 
the law of earth you will be popular 
and wealthy; If you choose the law 
of heaven you will gain spiritual 
knowledge, but all your friends will 
turn against you 

"Believing there was come sensi- 
tive plate, the same as nature had 
supplied to the ancients, that would 
register thought through electrical 
vibration, I set to work. Within a 
year I had discovered the secret in 
the shape of a sensitive black-backed 
mirror. I held 1t"tot my two pulnis, 
appealed for a communication from 
heaven, and as I was beiug weighted 
down seemingly by a tremendous 
electric vibration, there appeared in 
the mirroi before me this message: 

" "You ask for knowledge; it shall 
be given you." 

"This message was from the Apos- 
tle Mark. I have since received hun- 
dreds of messages, all of which I have 
preserved In writing.'"

Mayor of Knoxvllle Takes Drastic

Knoxvllle Tenn., Feb 20. — At a 
session of the city council a commit- 
tee of three, which has investigated 
charge3 against the oitjr physician 
and health officer relating to the eon- 
duct of affairs in the vicinity of the 
smallpox hospital, reported holding 
them guilty under the evidence on 
several charges Involving mismanage- 
ment. It had been reported that hogs 
were kept within the enclosure, that 
carcasses of dead animals were Jump- 
ed within the enclosurj and that 
hogs were allowed to devour some 
of their carcasses: that the stench 
was bad, etc. Two members of the 
committee asked the immediate sus- 
pension of the officials. This Mayor 
Oass did as soon as the official report 
had been read. 

A committee of the council will 
read all testimony produced before 
the committee and decide whether or 
not the city physician shall be placed 
on trial before the council. The 
health officer Is a creature of the 
board of public works, and will have 
to be tried or dismissed by that body.

Promise,] to Make Him Cash- 
lei for HI* Work. 



( W. B. Smith, formerly of ths Globe 
Bank and Trust company, Paducah, 
has been sued at Louisville for $3,- 
800 by R. H. Courtney, who allegas 
)ie secured the option by which Mr. 
Smith obtained control of the bank. 
The Lexington Leadet gives the fol- 
lowing particulars: 

On the claim that he had negoti- 
ated the sale of the controlling In- 
terest In the Western«Bank, Louis- 
ville, which changed hands lasf May, 
R. H. Courtney, s'.ock broker, a for- 
mer resident of Lexington, has filed 
suit for $3,800 against W. B. Smith, 
the purchaser. Mr. Courtney alleges 
that he secred through Christian 



Stege, president of the bank, option 
for 700 shares of stock, which repre- 
sented »he controlling Interest. The 
option was dated April 19, 1904, and 
was for thirty days. The price was 
placed at |105 a share, hut later the 
sale was made at par. On May 17 the 
deal was still In the negotiation 
state and Mr. Courtney declares in 
his petition that hgsecured a ten- 
dayr. extension. 

According to the petition It was 
agreed that Mr. Courtney should, 
when the Institution was reorganized 
into a rational bank, 1)3 elected cash- 
ier at a salary of $2,500 a year, and 
that this should be his remuneration 
for securing the option and assisting 
!n the negotiations. After the negotia- 
tions were completed and the control 
ling Interest taken over by the 
fendant it was discovered by 
Smith that he could not make the 
bank a national bank with a capitali- 
zation of less than $300,000. This 
I was done and the petition alleges? 
;that T. L. Jefferson was elected cash- 
iler at a salary of $5,000 a year. Thi 
'plaintiff says that he should there', 
fore receive the usual broker's re.- 
niunerittion of 5 per cent, on the pur : 
ehasv price, or $:t,800.
